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TOGO FOR BODIES 
~OFLOSTENPLORERS 


Swedish Government Or- 
ders Convoy for Sealing 
Vessel Bearing Remains 
of Andrée Party. - 


WAS WITHIN 475 
MILES OF POLE 


Log Shows Farthest North 
Was Attained Seven Days 
After Balloon Took Off 
in 1897. 


By the Associated Press. 
OSLO, Norway, Aug. 2£3.—The 


Swedish Government teday or- 
dered a battleship prepared to go 
into the Arctic to meet the sealing 
vessel Brattvaag which is coming 
home with the exploration party 
of Dr. 8S. Horn and the body of 
the balloonist-scientist, Salomon 


Auguste Andree, who started on 
his ill-fated balloon expedition over 
the North Pole July 11, 1897, and 
disappeared. 

The Horn party found the ad- 
venturer, together with one and 
maybe both of His companions, the 
first balloonists to attempt to reach 
the pole. 

The battleship will meet the re- 
turning explorers at an appointed 
rendezvous and either take the 
dead aboard or convoy the ship 
bearing the bodies. 

Reaching port the cortege will 
be greeted with solemn ceremonies. 

How soon before that day, Sept. 
10, or perhaps somewhat earlier, 
more details of the tragedy of the 
North would be obtainablé were 
but a, matter for conjecture. Dis- 
patches from the remote contact 
which the homing ship last made, 
au fishing boat with a wireless out- 
fit, indicated that an entry on the 
last page of the log of the expedi- 
tion placed the lost party's farthest 
north attainment at 83 degrees 
north latitude, seemingly seven 
Mays after the takeoff from Danes 
Island, Spitzbergen. This point is 
about 475 miles from the pole. 

*Evidently the explorers, or at 
least Andree himself, lived long 
enough after being wrecked to 
establish a well ordered base in the 
shelter of a cliff. Moccasins and 
other equipment of the explorers 
were found to be well worn, indi- 
cating long, rough usage. Rifles 
and scientific instruments at An- 
dree’s side indicated he was the 
last survivor. In his dairy, yet to 
be disengaged from its icy cover- 
ing, will be found the true story of 
his adventure which the world so 
long awaited, 

The diary is written in pencil 
and is expected to be perfectly leg- 
ible but the leaves were frozen so 
fast together that Dr. Horn found 
it impossible to open them without 
risk of damaging the doeument. 

When Dr. Horn found the camp, 
he was making geological examina- 
tions and surveying the island for 
the Norwegian Government. He 
has done this for several successive 
summers in the Svalbard group of 
islands, of which White Island 
forms a part. 

During the last month the 
weather has been very mild, with 
frequent:damp .fogs. As a result 
the ice melted more freely than 
usual, and the bodies were uncov- 
ered, 

' As Dr. Horn had not finished his 
summer's work in the Arctic when 
he found the bodies, he proceeded 
to Fridtjof Nansen Land as he had 
originally planned. When he has 
completed studies there he will re- 
torn to Norway by way of Trom- 
soe, where the Swedish Govern- 
ment plans to have him met by the 
battleship Charles XV. 

Capt. Riiser Larsen, Norwegian 
Arctic expert, expressed the opin- 
ion that Andree’s balloon had been 
wrecked in the ice pack, and that 
.the members of the expedition had 
wahdered over the ice until they 
reached White Island. 

Capt. Otto Sverdrup remarked 
that he recalled meeting Andree at 
Virgo Bay on the day before the 
start of the expedition, and that 
Andree believed then his expedition 
was doomed to failure, but felt it 
was his duty not to turn back, 


Only Four Relatives of Andree 
Party Found, 
By the Associated Press. 

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 23.—Only 
four relatives of members of the 
ill-fated Andree Polar expedition, 
whose bodies and‘camp have been 
‘iscovered on White Island, can be 
found alive today. 

The mother of Andree died short- 
ly before the expedition set out, 
and his brother died at Gothenburg 
a few years ago, 

Two unmarried sisters of Knut 
Wrankel still live near Stockholm, 
but his younger brother, who 
joined one of the relief expeditions 
seeking the party, is now dead. 

Two brothers of Nils Strindberg 
also are alive. One is curator of 
a Stockholm art collection and the 
other is a sculptor. Strindberg, 
before starting on the expedition, 
had become engaged to Anna Char- 
tier, In the autumn of 1896. So 
far as can be ascertained she is 
not alive today, and it cannot be 
learned whether she ever married.

PERU'S TYRANNY’ 


Lieut.-Col. Cerro, Who Led 
s . of A . En- 
rolls Volunteers to Swell 


Forces.

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 23.—Dis- 
patches to La Nacion from Are- 
quipa, Peru, today reported . the 
revolution there had been blood- 
less, except for the death of one 
man, killed by a Chinese who be- 
lieved himself attacked. 

The dispatches, dated yesterday, 
said the coup had been carried out 
by the garrison, Composed of a 
battalion of sappers, one of moun- 
tain artillery and one of infantry, 
all under the leadership of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Luis Sanchez Cerro. 

The sappers went on their daily 
routine march outside the city and 
when about three miles away, up- 
On a given signal united with the 
artillerymen and infantry and sev- 
eral civilians. The combined force 
took possession of the city. A. few 
shots were exchanged with the po- 
lice but nobody was hurt. . 

Cerro, a soldier of European 
schooling, issued a manifesto say- 
ing the present movement was not 
the work of a party, or a personal 
raid, but the genuine expression of 
national dissatisfaction with the 
“tyranny” exercised by the Govern- 
ment of President Leguia for the 
last 11 years. 

The manifesto said Peru’s eco- 
nomic balance was destréyed. “Our 
foreign debt grew from 80,000,000 
to 600,000,000 sols (about $300,- 
000,000), placing us at the mercy 
of foreign money lenders and mort- 
gaging our economic independence, 
thereby placing our sovereignty in 
imminent peril.” 

The manifesto promises a revi- 
sion of the constitution to restore 
the will of the *people in public 
matters and the calling of elections. 
In a statement addressed to the 
population Cerro promised to 
maintain peace and order. 

The insurgents immediately 
started to enroll volunteers. to 
strengthen their forces for future 
operations. 


Reports of Spread of Revolution 
Denied by Government. 
By the Associated Press. 


LIMA, Peru, Aug. 23.—Reports 
were current today that the revo- 


lutionary movement in the Depart-, 


ment of Arequipa had spread to the 
Departments of Puno and Cuzco, 
but these could not be verified of- 
ficially. 

The War Ministry tonight said 
it had received a telegram from the 
commander at Cuzco which had in- 
dicated it had not joined the rebel- 
lion. The massage said: “All or- 
ders received have been complied 
with as usual. No news in the 
Fourth Division. 

Censorship exists in the country. 

An official announcement by the 
Government said: 

“Troops forming the Arequipa 
garrison, Incited by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sanchez Cerro, revolted 
this morning (Friday) at about 11 
o'clock. The revolt was based on 
a forged army ordinance saying 
that the Government had decided 
to discharge officers and troops 
and reduce their salaries. 

“The rebels arrested the Départ- 
ment Prefect, Frederico Fernan- 
dini, and the chief of the Arequipa 
division, Brigadier-General lLeo- 
poldo Arias, but there was no 
bloodshed. The rebels took pos- 
session of the city. The Govern- 
ment has taken the necessary steps 
in the hope of re-establishing order 
in Arequipa Department.” 

The Government official organ, 
La Prensa, said that both Puno 
and Cuzco, which are north of 
Arequipa, were quiet and had not 
been disturbed in the least. It de- 
clared that military garrisons were 
on the side of the Government and 
lines of communication with the 
remainder of the republis. were 
standing.

Adimiral Richmond replied that 
Great Britain demanded only suf- 
ficient naval armament to provide 
“the essentials of security,’”” and 
that the United States demanded 
much more thah these essentials. 
He said several British admirals 
had substantiated the theory of 
“absolute needs”® on the basis of 
requirements of naval strategy. 

Commander Kinkaid thought 
that in event of war between Great 
Britain and the United States, this 
country, with an equal fleet, would 
be unable to cut off England’s 
food lines to Europe or the British 
dominions. 

Professor Paul Mantoux, director 
of the school of higher interna- 
tional studies at Geneva told the 
institute the limitation of’ war ma- 
terials was mgre important than 
that of armies. 


The question of private manufac- 
ture of arms, discussed at the 1925 
Geneva arms conference, could be 
settled as long as the United 
States “remains the cause of the 
deadlock,’’ he said. 


“Neither. the -manufacturer nor 
the exportation of war materials 
can be regulated, as long as she 
stands aside, and her abstention or 
opposition is also a pretext by all 
those who support a reactionary 
policy in other countries.” 

At the conference on the Far 
Eastern situation Charles C. Batch- 
elder, former commercial attache 
of the United States in China, sug- 
gested that a League of Nations 
Committee formulate plans for im- 
proving Chinese conditions. Simi- 
lar work has already been done by 
Dr. Edwin F. Kemmerer’s Finance 
Commission and other technicians 
in China, George Sokolsky of 
Shanghai, editor of the Far East- 
ern Review, pointed out.

The story is an original by William 
Slavens McNutt and Grover Jones, 


Foreign Films 


in Hollywood 


HE making of foreign-language 

versions of American pictures 

has presented many novel prob- 
lems to Hollywood tilm makers. 

In the first foreign-language 
talkies literal translatiofis, scene for 
seene, and line for line, were made 
of the American script. 

But it was found that while the 
whole world acclaimed the Amer- 
ican treatment of silent pictures, 
when it came to dialogue foreign 
countries had different notions. 

The general charge was made 
that American films were too naive: 
that they “were, in fact, almed at 
the 10 or 12 year old mind. Noth- 
ing was left to the imagination and 
there was too little sophistication. 

This situation, according to Hen- 
ry Blanke, head of the foreign de- 
partment of First National Studios, 
and formerly associated in this 
country and abroad with Ernst Lu- 
hitach, is due as much to foreign 
film regulations as to different na- 
tional temperaments. 


S a result, says Blanke, much 

more can be left to the imagi- 

, n. Dialogue does not have 
to be so patent. 

German pictures demand much 

more sophistication and generally 

have a more ironic tone. The same 


treatment must be given to Ger.- 
man films made here—otherwise 
they will not be successful, 

The French versions tend to 
sinartness of action and dialogue. 
French audiences not only like 
drama, but something frothy and 
not to be taken too seriously as 
well, 

Spanish versions run to roman- 
tic treatment, and all Spanish 
characters, on the screen or in the 
theater, are romanticized. 

But most of all, says Blanke, for- 
eign nations want ‘their pictures 
laid elsewhere than at home, Span- 
iards do not want American-made 
films of “Madrid or Seville, but of 
Chicago and New York. The same 
is true of French and Germans. 

The number of foreign language 
versions is increasing monthly. 
Many of theattical importance on 
the continent are in. Hollywood to 
play in these pictures and, oddly, 
many of them are becoming expert

Something in the neighborhood of $55,000 was spent between 
the close of last season and the start of this one on permanent 
improvements on the stage and auditorium, If this is all charged 
off, as has been done in the past, against the present series of 
operas the books for the year will show a dash of red ink, The 
gross revenue for the season has been about in line with

the actual expenses of production of the 11 shows presented. in the. 


12 weeks but there is still the income from the concessions—the 
soda pop stands, the seat cushions and things of that sort—to be 
added up. Even with the improvements charged against this summer 
alone the deficit, if any, will be a comparatively small one. 

‘ ‘This final week will mark the high water mark in receipts for 
the season, for, if the weather holds good this evening, the total for 
the last seven’ performances of “Show Boat” will exceed $46,000. 
Last week “Show Boat” played to about $44,000. 

“Nina Rosa” at the opening of the season took In some $50,000 
in 10 performances and the other shows of the season played, in 
round numbers, to the following amounts: 

“Student Prince,” $37,000; ‘“‘Mme. Pompadour,” $28,000; “May- 
time,” $38,000; “Red Robe,’’ $32,000; “Alone At Last,” $34,000; 
“Blossom Time,” $45,000: “New Moon,” $37,000; “Desert Song,” 
$44,000, and “The Circus Princess,” $40,000. The total business 
will reach the amazing total of something over $475,000, an average 
of more than $39,000 each week. 

The cost of the 11 productions was high but in return for this 
money spent Milton Shubert gave St. Louisans a delightfully played 
and magnificently staged series of entertainments. That his efforts 
were highly appreciated by the summer night theater-goers is apparent 
from the fact that more people attended the shows this year than 
ever before. | Fp.

Chicago, too, has its Civic Opera Company, supported by guar- 
antors, for the production of grand opera, indoors, during the regular 
theatrical year. Something of a contrast can be drawn between the 
local season and the performances in Chicago, as the organization in 
the latter city has issued its annual statement, which shows that 
Chicagoans, as did St. Louisans, spent more money for grand opera 
last season than ever before, and that the company, faced with the 
cost,of moving into its new home, did UMkewise. As a result the 
company guarantors are faced with a deficit of $588,628.26 for the 
city’s eighth season of civic opera, a new high mark. » 

A total of 306,018 paid admissions were registered for the 
Chicago opera company during the 1929-30 season, as against 
272,006 for the preceding season. The receipts for last winter 
totaled $1,230,224, while the previous season, the last in the old 
Auditorium, brought in $948,469.

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OSCANINI was the big show 

at Bayreuth. No one would de- 

ny that. Toscaniniphiles were 
actively worghipful all over the 
place, ready and willing at any 
time of the day or night to have 
their eyeballs blistered by his bril- 
liance. But the excitement of his 
presence subtracted nothing from 
the prestige of Karl Muck, who in 
his seventy-first year is the same 
authoritative practitioner that he 
was 18 years ago when he made 
the Boston Orchestra the finest 
symphonic body in the world. 

Those who heard Muck's first 
performance of “Parsifal™ at the 
Festspielhaus may contend that its 
noticeable lapses from the perfec- 
tion that one expects of Bayreuth 
were due to his failures as a disci- 
plinarian. This amounts to say- 
ing that Muck did not hold as tight 
a rein as Toscanini and that the 
slackening of tension and its effect 
even on the singers who were more 
directly responsible to the stage 
manager and the chorus master 
than to the conductor. 

One may agree with this con- 
tention and still deny its terrific 
importance. It is certainly true 
that the chorus in the final scene 
of the first act made its entrance 
ahead of the orchestra and finished 
on a note that was nearly a half- 
‘tone higher than the orchestra and 
it is likewise true that such a mis- 
hap probably would not have oc- 
curred under Toscanini’s baton. 
But for that matter Muck was 
never the sort of high-powered op- 
eratic generalissimo that Toscan- 
ini has always been and  conse- 
quently never commanded the same 
minute perfection 6f detail. And 
not even Toscanini could have 
ironed out the tremolo in the voice 
of Maria Rosler-Keuschnigg, who 
sang the role of Kundry.

HE principal defects of the per- 

formance, in fact, were com- 

pletely outside the sphere of the 
conductor, They concerned the 
Staging in general and the scenery 
in particular. The moving scenery 
which effects the transition from 
the woods near Monsalvat to the 
Temple of the Grail in the first and 
third acts is one of those childish 
conceptions that occur so often in 
the esthetic of the Great Richard. 
One feels about it as the first of 
the Two Black Crows did about 
harmonica playing. Even if it were 
go0od,.,one wouldn't like it and for 
a good reason. No amount of me- 
chanical ingenuity could hide its 
trickiness nor integrate it proper- 
ly with the abstract ideas involved 
in the play. 

As it was, this device, together 
with the transformation of Kling- 
sor’s castle into an enchanted gar- 
den and the subsequent blasting of 
that garden, were merely old-fash- 
ioned Christmas pantomime stage 
illusions that didn’t quite come off. 
Nothing in all the Wagner operas 
needs the imaginative touch of 
modern stagecraft more than these 
scenes. 

Yet the performance was a great 
one and largely because of Dr. 


Muck. His conception was austere 
and his treatment objective and 
broad. The symbolistic hodge- 

text was 


podge of the dramatic 
given consistency and plausibility by 
the music. 
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Y tradition one never applauds 
B« a performance of “Parsifal,” 

and one never sees the conduc- 
tor at Bayreuth because he fs had- 
den in the depths of the submerged 
orchestra pit. Neither singers nor 
actors took any bows at Bayreuth 
this year anyhow on account of 
the illness and subsequent death of 
Siegfried Wagner. Even 50, the 
effect of Muck’s Parsifal on the au- 
dience was unmistakable. Some of 
Toscanini’s admirers insisted on 
their comparisons but they really 
proved nothing. One can like the 
“adoration of the Brothers Cova- 
rubias” better than the “Virgin of 
the Rocks” without impugning the 
merits of either or hot pancakes 
better than cold lobster. My own 
belief is that the appropriately im- 
passioned treatment which Tosca- 
ning accorded “Tristan” would 
cause all of the fake piety in Was- 
ner’s text to rise to the top. 

Dr. Muck, personally,-is still an 
honored figure at Bayreuth as he 
should be. But he moves in an 
atmosphere of sadness which one 
immediately feels on coming into 
his presence, When I went to sve 
him at his lodgings in that country 
lane called Parsifalstrasse I felt as 
if I were being greeted by a cour- 
teous and slightly diabolical wraith 
if you can imagine a wraith attired 
in a nearly tailored dressing gown. 
His face was so much gray parch- 
ment but his eyes had the gleam 
of one who is practiced in looking 
through layers and layers of bunk. 

Those eyes do not kindle with 
either affection or interest when he 
surveys the contemporary musical 
scene, Modern composition to him 
is so much sound and fury signify- 
ing nothing and modern conduct- 
ing, particularly in Germany, is 
suffering from the fact that the 
war removed one whole generation 
of men and the still younger men 
would rather make money quickly 
than prepare themselves slowly for 
their professions. 

Does he play modern. music at 
all during his symphonic season at 
Hamburg? Yea, he does.

had no fixed style. What about the 
“Sacre du Printemps?” An inter- 
esting grouping of rhythms but 
without any lasting musical im- 
portance. Linear counterpoint? 
Overrated and, as executed, unip- 
telligible. Wagner wrote a more 
intricate counterpoint than any 
modernist, but one could take a 
vertical cross-section of the music 
at any point and have a consonant 
chord. It was no great trick to 
pile up layer after layer of indo- 
pendent melody if. one did not have 
to bring about any agreement. Quar- 
ter tones? He had spent his life in 
eliminating unconscious and unwel- 
come quarter tones from music and 
could hardly be expected to en- 
courage conscious ones now. 

Such complete lack of sympathy 
was not conducive even to a thor- 
oughgoing constructive expose of 
modern music, so the talk inevita- 
bly drifted to more personal mat- 
ters. 

“Will you ever come to Amer- 
ica again?” I asked. 

“No,” he answered without hesi- 
tancy. “I have received several 
invitations, which I declined. Some 
of my American friends have said 
to me, ‘The war is over. Forget 
it.’ But there are some things 
one can’t forget.”

R,. MUCK was referring, ob- 
DP vious. to his internment and 

imprisonment at Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., during the war. His 
arrest followed shortly after his 
supposed refusal to play the “Star 
Spangled Banner” at a concert in 
Springfield, Masg. As a matter of 
fact, Dr. Muck knew nothing of 
the request. It was the American 
manager of the Boston orchestra 
who refused the request and he 
did so for artistic reasons. It is 
also a fact that Dr. Muck wanted 
to go back to Germany before the 
United States got into the war be- 
cause he sensed the possibility of 
becoming involved in personal 
trouble if he remained. He was 
dissuaded from doing so by Maj. 
Higginson, the patron and founder 
of the orchestra. 

The prison episode was especial- 
ly painful to Dr. Muck, because it 
was “the epilogue” of what he 
calls “the happiest experience of 
my life as an artist.” 

“The Boston orchestra was a 
jewel,” he said. “We could never 
assemble such an orchestra in 
Germany. The best players from 
three countries were chosen. All 
my concerts were sold out. There 
was a waiting list of 2000 for my 
New York series. Yes, that was 
the happiest time of my life.” 

During his internment he organ- 
ized an orchestra in the prison 
camp and did the Beethoven sym- 
phonies. That was amusing for 
six weeks, but it finally palled and 
there was again that interminable 
barbed wire to look at day after 
day. 

“No.” he said. “I got all I 
wanted from America—and more.”

According te officials 
of the association, this derby is to 
duplicate the 101 Ranch derbies of 
the past and will be the first event

The writer's 
own journey to Monterrey, capital 
ef the State of Niévo Leon, reveals 
that there is nothing to fear from 
any of these bugabeos. Travel 
there is not dangerous. The writer

Those perscns desiring to visit 
Monterrey or other points in Mexi- 
co should visit the nearest Mexican 
Consul. 

Passports are good for as many 
trips as the holder desircs to make 
ever a period of six months. They 
cost 50 cents. Photcgraphs are not 
riecessary and -~“teurists 
show any required sum of money’ 
as in the case of immigrants. 

Autos must be bonded at the bor- 
der (so they may

‘One Russian Prison That Isn’ t Cruel 


How Soviet Jailers Handle Criminals of 
Milder Sort in Moscow “Show” Camp 


Living Conditions in City So 
‘Bad That Workers Ask forIn-. 
carceration, Where Candies, 
Cake and Liquor May Be 
Bought and Soccer and Other 
Games Are Played.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23. 
IVING conditions and production costs 
in Russian prisons,, now subjects of con- 
siderable importance to the United States 
Treasury Department and the Amtorg Trad- 
ing Co. in the controversy ‘over pulpwood, 
manganese, coal and match importations, of- 
fer an unusual study to the American travel- 
er in the Soviet Union. The United States 
Government, because it refuses to recognize 
the Soviet Government, cannot send investi- 
gators to ascertain officially the conditions 
in the Russian prisons.

Only 56 Pct. in This Prison 


Classed as Criminals. 

In the Moscow prison camp, known as 
Workers’ Commune, Gay-Pay-Oo, No. 1, only 
56 per cent of the inmates were classed as 
criminals. The remainder were “byez prizor- 
ni"——or shelterless waifs who formerly had 
ranged the city streets in dangerous packs— 
and workmen without; reguldr jobs in Mos- 
cow. 

In our party was a kindly faced woman 
communist from Holland, about 65 years old, 
who had the single minded zea] of the prose- 
lyte; a young Jewish communist from Ger- 
many; a young British school teacher, also 
a communist, and two Russian women, com- 
munists, as guides. The day we visited the 
camp high ranking Gay-Pay-Oo officials were 
present to celebrate the anniversary of the 
opening of the shoe factory. 


factories. German machinery was used 
throughout and th® workers were moving ‘at 
a moderately fast tempo. Men and women 
worked side by wide at the hardest manual 
labor. 

We were told in the skate factory that be- 
cause of the severity of the work, some of 
the inmates worked only four and five hours 
a day whilé others worked six and eight. The 
surroundings in this factory were not worse 
than one would find in a somewhat anti- 
quated plant in this country. 


igs «ASO tapes Working 
and No Inspection. 

. Our guides were extremely - enthusiastic 
over the shoe factory, but the writer, who 
had seen shoe factories in and around .8t. 
Louis, was not favorably impressed. There 
was apparently no inspection of the materials 
and’ no inspection at the various stages of 
manufacture. Whatever was started was 
finished, regardiess of what the finished 
product might look like. Most of the workers 
in this factory were women, but neither they 
nor the men seemed adept at the work. 

A large proportion of the young men—we 
were told that they had been the lawless 

“byez prizorni’—were employed in the ten- 
nis racquet and ski factory. These lads 
‘seemed to be the happiest.people on the 
place, and handled their power-driven saws 
and planes with considerable skill. Here, too, 
however, there was a lack of inspection. The 
writer noted that the workers who bent the 
steamed wood for the tennis racquets broke 
on an average one of three pieces. 

The Dutch communist was enthusiastic 
over the tennis racquets. My German com- 
munist companion, noticing the communistic 
hammer and sickle trade mark, commented 
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that this was “good propagands.” When the

writer asked the selling price of the racquets. 
he was told 18 roubles, each, slightly more 
than $9. He thereupon, declared, to the ap- 
parent amazement of the factory marnage- 
ment, that similar racquets could be bought in 
the United States for less than 10 roubles, or 
$5. The British communist added that simi- 
lar racquets could be bought in England for 
16. shillings, or about $4. 


Unemployed _ Free Workers 
in Prison Factories. 

The knitting factory was run almost entire- 
ly by women, who tended only about a-haif 
or a third as many machines as'women work- 
ers-in the United States. Discipline in this 
factory was not strict. When a spindle was 
exhausted or a knotted thread stopped the 
machine, the worker almost listlessly attend- 
ed to the trouble. 

The pfison officials were somiewhat vague 
and contradictory when discussing the wages 
of the inmates. For the first three months 
in the camp, the worker received, 18 roubles, 
about $9 a month, they said. Out of. this 
came expenditures for clothing and extra 
food. After the three months’ probationary 
period, they explained, wages were based on 
trade union scales and an inmate, even a 
person serving a criminal sentence, could 
make as much as 200 roubles, or $100 a 
month. This statement was offset, however. 
by a later admission that the manager of the 
skate factory, a convict, received only 75 
roubles a month. The official said that the 
manager still had three years of his term to 


salary of the position. 

Many persons unable to find employment in 
Moscow had been admitted into the prison 
camp, officials said. These persons, it was 
intimated, received full trade union Wages. 
At first the writer was at a loss to under- 
stand why a person would give up the free- 
dom of city life for a prison camp. A tour 
of the camp, however, demonstrated that 


advantages and disadvantages of prison camp 
life. 

In the first place, there were no walls or 
fences around:the camp. Escape from ths 
place, even for the prisoners, would be sim- 
ple. Eluding the ubiquitous Gay-Pay-Oo aft- 
er escape would be another matter for a

Prison Housing as Good as 

or Better Than in Moscow. 

Housing in the camp was equal to if not 
better than that in Moscow. A new apart- 
ment house had been completed with indl- 
vidual rooms for the married couples and 
barrack-like rooms for the unmarried. There 


tennis courts, a volley ball court, @ good li- 
brary, a theater and assembly hall and a 
large mess hall and commissary. 

The large mess hall and commissary, the 
writer thinks, were the inducements to the 
unemployed. While residents’ in Moscow had 
to stand in long queues to buy cigarettes, the 
prison camp residents coulaé buy them cheap- 
er and with no trouble at the commissary.

Although the assembly hall and theater 
had well-equipped clubrooms, the new apart- 
ment house had its club for the residents 
In this club room, completely decorated in 
red, was a curious prohibition poster. Wines 
and beer could be brought on the prison 
grounds but the officials were trying to stop 
drunkenness. The poster consisted of a 
striking picture of a- drunken man suspended 
in a large alcohol bottle. Gazing sorrowfully 
at the man were a poorly dressed woman and 
a ragged child. At the side of the poster was 
a blackboard... The guides explained that 
when anyone in the apartment became in- 
toxicated, the offender’s name was kept on 
the blackboard for a week. This publicity, 
the guides averred, had virtually stopped 
drunkenness among the apartment residents. 

Whether as a matter of policy or of real 
interest, the inmates of the camp teok an 
active part in the social welfare activities. 
On the day of our visit, the Gay-Pay-Oo offi- 
cials were scheduled to speak in the assem- 
bly hall. Immediately after work ceased the 
camp band attracted a large crowd in a large 
quadrangle-like clearing. When the band 
stopped playing the whole crowd rushed joy- 
ously into the assembly hall. Apparently no 
compulsion was necessary. During the speak- 
ing people walked in and out without creating 
any comment. 

When we were leaving the camp, the 
prison guides asked for our impressions of 
the place. 

“You have nothing like this in the United 
States,” one communist confidently declared. 


Women’ s Federal Prison ° 
in U. S. Much Superior. 

The truth is that the Federal- ~ Women’s 
prison at Alderson, W. Va., is much superior 
to this place. There every prisoner is taught 
a useful trade, each has.a separate room, san- 
itary conditions are superior and the build- 
ings are more costly and more spacious. The 
Alderson prison looks more like a fashionable 
girls’ boarding school than a penal institu- 
tion. The objectives are apparently the 
same, both trying to lead the prisoners back 
to a useful and normal life.

Mussolini Writes 
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This year has been noteworthy 
for the upsets it has gfven. While 
many nations hoped for a turn 
they have been rewarded by great- 
er distress. The United States 
suffering its economic crisis now 
gets into a season of drouth, with 
unemployment thrown in. En- 
gland hoped for increased trade 
but instead suffers greater strin- 
gency. France had her floods and 
now has her strikes. Germany 
has her unemployed and her po- 
litical troubles. India is filled 
with unrest, Egypt with disturb- 
ance, China with civil war. 

It is perhaps a gloomy picture, 
but it did not all happen at once, 
and besides it is spread over a 
vast area. But what is worthy of 
observation is just how far and 
how successful governments have 
been in coping with the situation 
as it affects the living of the peo- 
ple. From such a starting point 
we must eliminate the discussion 
of internal disorders and civil war, 
however, because in such circum- 
stances the ordinary functions of 
government cease in order to take 
care of an exceptional state of af-| 
fairs. But with widespread un- 
employment, and in such calam- 
ities as floods, drouth, earth- 
quakes, tidal waves and other up- 
heavals of nature the Government 
of this day has been called upon 
to do the very direct work of re- 
lief and rehabilitation. Such con- 
tingencies have indeed forced up- 
on the Government the duty of di- 
recting relief, and what seemed at 
one time rather benevolent assist- 
ance on the part of the Govern- 
ment has now grown into a very 
decided responsibility.

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Fallacies in Stabilizing Farm Products. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

R. LEGGE is proceeding to handle 

farm relief as if it were farm ma- 
chinery he was stabilizing, or attempting 
to. You capnot apply the same theory 
to foodstuffs you do to machinery of 
any kind. The world did without ma- 
ei a for ages, but not without wheat, 
corn and meat, 

Besides being impossible to do, it is 
almost criminally dangerous to preach 
raising just enough to meet the needs of 
the market. In attempting to do this, 
assuming it could be done, suppose your 
small acreage was followed by disaster 
two years in succession. The world 
would be starving. 

Gov. Lowden of Illinois has the cor- 
rect theory, which is to raise all you 
can, ship abroad what you can spare, but 
keep enough in storage to offset drouth 
or floods reducing the next crops. Sup- 
pose we had the biblical seven years of 
drouth beginning in 1930. Legge’s plan 
makes no provision for the future at all. 
We can’t eat money or farm machinery, 
or wear it. President Hoover said in 
his campaign, “The American people are 
a rich people; they can AFFORD to 
SPEND $500,000,000 per year to put 
prosperity on the farms.” The other 
day one of the Farm Board members 
hoped “that the price of wheat would 
come up, as we have 65,000,000 bushels 
to sell.” 

H. C. Patton of Little Rock, manager 
for McFadden Bros. Cotton Co. in Ar- 
vansas, hit the nail on the head not long 
ago in a newspaper interview. He said: 
“If we knew that the Farm Board would 
hold the 1,000,000 bales of cotton they 
bought last year we could pay more for 
the 1930 crop.” 

Why doesn’t Mr. Legge state he will 
hold this 1,000,000 bales? Or why does 
he not say, too, he will hold 65,000,000 
bushels of wheat? We might need the 
one for raiment and the other for food 
within a year. A million bales of cotton 
is only a two months’ supply for home 
consumption; 65,000,000 bushe's of wheat 
is only a little over a month’s supply of 
bread. The total investment involved in 
both wheat and cotton held is not over 
$150,000,000 and still Mr. Hoover as- 
sured us we could afford to LOSE 
$300,000,000 per year in order to keep 
the farmer prosperous. I agree with Mr. 
Hoover, but when will he begin to put it 
into effect? 

Also, Mr. Hoover promised to equalize 
the farmer with industry as to the tariff. 
How far he missed doing this with the 
2moot-Hawley tariff bill is emphasized 
by the number af perfectly good Repub- 
licans who voted against this betrayal of 
the farmers, in both House and Senate. 

The farmers know what is the matter 
with ther, but many good business men 
@o not understand why all at once so 

uch depression. Fifty per cent of the 
epression is and has been caused by lack 
sf good faith in carrying out campaign 
promises. Senator Borah of Idaho can 
tell what is the matter. It cannot be 
charged to world-wide depression: it is a 
state of mind brought on by the fact that 
the Federal Farm Board must get back 
what jit spends and the interest. That 
Policy will never bring any farm relief.

Real prosperity is in the uninterrupted flow 
of commodities from those who make them to 
these who use them. Money has nothing pri- 
marily to do with it. If money assists to main- 
tain a sufficient flow it is useful; if it stops the 
flow it is a detriment. There is no other mean- 
ing of prosperity except the ministry of supply 
to the use of need. 


Mr. Ford has located the trouble. We were intent 
on making money instead of creating wealth. We 
were sending dollars into the market and expecting 
them to return as hundred-dollar bills. Some of 
them did. Paper profits vied with prohibition as 
the topic of conversation. We were gambling into 
glory. 

We have paid for our folly. We are now recover- 
ing. Society alwaye gets well, Mr. Ford points out; 
it never dies. We have junked our superstitious 
faith in an economic Santa Claus. The medicine 
which will perfect the cure is hard’work. A lot of 
folks who were seeking fortune in the magic of the 
market have now turned back to work. That is the 
infallible remedy. We shall presently be in the full 
vigor of industrial health. That happy condition 
will be upon us before we know it or recognize it. 

That is Mr. Ford’s message. He is right in his 
analysis and his conclusion. He is not a prophet. 
He is a hard-headed business man, preaching the 
gospel of common sense.

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POPULATION AND THE STATES. 

New York, the most populous state, is shown by the 
new census to have 12,609,555 inhabitants, and Neva- 
da, the least populous, has only 90,559. Thirty-three 
states have more than 1,000,000 each. Oregon has 
951,790, and the 14 others each have smaller popula- 
tions than the city of St. Louis. Wyoming, next 
to Nevada in sparsity of settlement, numbers 224,693 
cowboys, real estate men and other citizens—just a 
few more persons than St. Louis County. 

Cities, obviously. form the bulk of the figures in 
the big states, yet Pennsylvania, having the third 
city, is second state, with 9,638,099, and Illinois, con- 
taining the second city, is third state, with 7,630,283. 
In order, the next states are Ohio, Texas, California, 
Michigan, Massachusetts, New Jersey and Missouri. 
The suburb and mosquito commonwealth passed our 
home State in this census and is ahead by nearly 
400,000. Missouri, which grew only 6.3 per cent in 
the last decade, was one of 33 states which did not 
grow as much as the national increase of 16.1 per 
cent. The decline of native industries in the Ozarks 
hurt Missouri, but she will recover when the Ozarks 
are fully developed as a playground and resort region. 
Only one state, Montana, lost population—2.8 per cent. 
California made the biggest gain—64.6 per cent— 
largely because of development around Los Angeles. 
The census returns emphasized more than ever the 
tendency to urbanization of the United States. 
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THE FLIGHT OF THE R-1¢¢. 

When trans-Atlantic dirigible flights reach the 
point where billiards might be played en voyage 
and passengers sleep so soundly they are unaware 
of an 80-mile gale that slows the ship down to 15 miles 
an hour, then it is time to give serious consideration 
to the commercial possibilities of such service. .

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CHINA AGAIN SHOWS THE WAY. 

China, early cradle of civilization, shows signs of 
setting the pace ‘again. Shanghai police have de 
clared war on all unnecessary noises. One toot of 
your automobile horn and you clear the way; two 
toots and you go to jail. Serenading orchestras, 
steamboat whistles and other disturbances not neces- 
sarily peculiar to the Orient are to come under the 
watchful eye of the law. 

We enlightened Americans are making progress— 
New York has silenced the shriek of police whistles 
—but much remains to be done. There are flat 
wheels; on street cars to be rounded, milk wagons 
to be rubber-tired, automatic drills to be muffled, 
five-ton trucks with solid tires a la 1902 to be 
changed, motorbusses with ash-can gears to be 
renovated, radio zealots to be stifled . . . and on 
into the night. : 
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AN ARCTIC MYSTERY SOLVED. 

For 33 years, in the silence and darkness and cold 
of the Arctic, has been hidden the tragic denouement 
of the adventure August Andree began when, with 
two comrades, he sailed away from Spitzbergen in a 
balloon, bound for the North Pole. Now the end of 
the story has been wrung from the mysterious North 
with the finding of the voyagers’ bodies in their 
vamp on an island some 500 miles, mostly eastward, 
from the starting point. ' 

Andree’s diary will furnish the details, but the 
discovery shows that he died disappointed in his 
faith that a summer trade wind. would blow him 
straight over the Pole. The balloon did not explode 
or burn, as some had feared, nor were the men 
dashed: to death on the ice. Instead of these rough 
mercies, they succumbed to cold, hunger or exposure. 

Andree was an adventurer of those dangerous days 
before the machine age had granted a degree of cer- | 
tainty to Arctic exploration. Yet the aurora beckoned 
men poleward then just as its ghostly light attracts 
Byrd and Wilkins today. Andree was a substantial 
scientist of the period, a Swedish academician, an 
experienced aeronaut and explorer. His theories won 
a hearing, with financial aid from Alfred Nobel, the 
King of Sweden and others. . 

He had the best balloon the ‘90s could command, 
the largest built up to that time, but a pathetic 
pygmy beside the Norge and the Italia, whose fore- 
runner it was in the Northern sky. Lacking the 
radio, savior of modern explorers, Andree had 32 
earrier pigeons, but only one returned. Without 
motors, his craft depended entirely on air currents 
and a sail. Instead of the spacious gondolas of 
modern dirigibles, Andree had a crowded. basket, 
seven feet wide and six feet high. He had no elec- 
tric stove for cookery; an alcohol lamp, swinging 
from a strap 32 feet below the basket, warmed his 
food. And while enthusiasts argued with head- 
shakers in many countries, the three men and the 
balloon drifted into the Arctic silence. 

Their contrivances were crude as measured by 
the standards of today. But in the essential eie- 
ment of courage, our times have registered no higher 
mark than that strange project of 1597. 
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A NEW CHAMPION. 

Have women finally found a sport in which they 
can compete with men? After conceding superiority 
to masculine contenders in golf, tennis, swimming 
and all the other activities that fill the sports pages, 
are the ladies breaking into a new game that offers 
them an equal opportunity with men to be cham- 
pions? 

The record of women’s activities for the past year 
in aviation seems to answer an emphatic “Yes.” 
The other day, for instance, Miss Laura Ingalls, who 
learned to fly less than two years ago at Lambert- 
St. Lonis Field, went after the world’s barrel-roll 
record, held by the flashy red-head, Dale Jackson. 

While Jackson looked on from his perch in the 
Greater St. Louis, above the field, Miss Ingalls neat- 
ly smashed his record, hung up a tetal of 724 con- 
secutive rolls. “Red's” record was 417. Veteran pilots 
shook their heads -.hen he made it, said it would 
stand a long time, since it takes flying skill, nerve 
end a strong stomach to corkscrew endlessly across 
the sky. 

But Miss Ingalls did it and became the only woman 
world’s champion in a sport where men are serious 
contenders.

student leaves college, and the length of 
time the loan may run varies from one year 
after the date of the loan to five years 
after, graduation. as 
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OST college administrative officers and 
M yocational heads agree that unless : 

a student has good health, superior 
‘mental ability and a, genuine intefest in 
things intelleetual for their own sake, he 
should not attempt to work’ his way through 
college. They say that within reasonable 
limits it is wholesome. It gives the student 
a knowledge of the value of money, it gives 
him contacts with the business world that 
will be valuable to him when he leaves col- 
lege; if his worn is chosen with an eye to 
its relation to his vocational plans, it gives 
him practical experience for tne future. 

But even the colleges that ordinarily en- 
courage self-help suggest that a student try 
to bring enough money ‘o see him through 
the first te~.n while he is making his adjust- 
ments to .he new life, forming his friend- 
ships and getting a good start at jis aca- 
demic work. They also advise having 
enough money from reserves, loans or 
scholarships to take care of at least 50 per 
cent of the expenses each year. 

It is only the unusual student, they say, 
who can stand up under the strain of 
largely supporting Wimself through cqliege. 
and at the same time get enough out of it 
to justify the struggle. 


The vocational directors of many of the 
colleges say that their greatest difficulty 
is in placing students who will do anything, 
but can do nothing. There are a great 
many jobs, of course, of a manual or cleri- 
cal nature for these students, but there 
never seems enough of them to go around; 
nor do they pay much. 

There afe students Who can do enough 
work to pay most of their expenses and can 
get & great deal out of college besides. But

Robert A.- Roessel Named 
Chairman of Committee — 
of Speakers. 


Robert A. Roessel, chairman of 
the Council on Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment, has been named chairman 
of the Speakers’ Commilttee of the 
Citizens’ Metropolitan Committee of 
1600, which wijl carry on a cam- 
paign for passage at the November 
election of Proposition No. 5, per- 
mitting the drafting of a new 
charter providing for a metropoli- 
tan government for the city and the 
county.

With the organization of the 
Council on Metropolitan Govern- 
ment, which developed the present 
plan for a metropolitan area, Roes- 
sel was immediately named chair- 
man. Later, he was chosen one of 
the group ef lawyers who drafted 
the constitutional amendment. 
which will be submitted to a vote 
at the November election, and 


which will enable the city and the! 


county to draft a mew charter pro- 
viding for a metropolitan area. 

The committee speakers will ap- 
pear before the various civic and 
commercial organizations, service 
clubs, neighborhood improvement 
bedies, parent and teacher organ- 
izations and all other bodies.

July as Comparéd.to June, 
5. W. Straus & Co. Reports. 


Some improyement in the bujfid- 
ing situation throughout the Unit- 
ed States was noted in July, + 9g 
cording to official reports of b 
ing permits ‘issued in 589 leading 
cities and towns as complied “by 
S&S W. Straus & Co. The volume 
of prospective construction planned 
during July, the permit figures 
show, was $187,570,714, ‘compared 
with $184,665,439 in June, a gain 
of a little less than 2 per cent. 
Normally there is a decline of not 
quite 13 per ‘cent between the two 
months. However, building gen- 
erally is still far. from normal, as 
is shown by a comparison of. July. 
1930, with July, 1929. July this 
year declined 36 per cent from the 
$292,912.550 volume of permits is- 
sued in the same month ‘last year. 

Although building permits re 
corded only the slight increase of 
1.6 pe~ cent in July over the pre- 
ceding month, figures based on the 
period from 1923 to 1929 indicate 
an expectancy of a seasonal decline 
of almost 13 per cent between 
these two months. Taking «| into 
consideration both the above-men- 
tioned season’ factor and the long 
term trend whith; in building: per- 
mits, has been’ downward since 
about the middle of 1996 and pre- 
cipitately so im) the last few years, 
the Straus index of building’ per- 
mits is found to be 33.1 per cent 
below normal ag-compared with a 
June index 21.8 »per cent- below nor- 
mai and a July, 1929, index almost 
3 per cent above normal. 

It is- worthy of note, however, 
that these reports bring assurance 
of increasingly sounder conditions 
in the field of improved real estate. 
The slackened pace in building op- 
erations is effecting a reduction of 
surplus space wherever it may hap- 
pen to exist as the result of the 
more intensive activities of prior 
years. (The “recently announced 
Federal’ census reports showing a 
increase of about 17,000,000 in the 
population of contifiental” United 
States, with heavy gains in sub- 
stantially all our, leading ‘citles, is 
one of many indices which make 
clear the. fact that the necéssity 
for building in América is constant. 
With a continued reductién in 
building construction, therefore, 
fundamental ‘conditions in the -im- 


+| proved real estate market must in- 
evitably be gaining strength with. 


every passing month. 

The first 25 cities in point of vol- 
ume of projected building showed 
a collective gain of 27 per cent over 
June, but declined 25 per cent from 
July, 1929, and 38 per cent from 
July, 1928. Nineteen of the cities, 
all except Detroit, Philadelphia. 
Baltimore, St. Louis, Seattle and 
St. Paul, gained over June. Twelve

Clemenceau knew of his gambling 
and speculating in stocks, but did not 
interfere with these activities. He 
thought Klotz was wealthy enough to 
stand such losses as he might suffer. 
Presumably he felt that a man to 
whom the Republic of France had 
seen fit to intrust the administration 
of its finances seven times could be 
counted on to keep his personal for- 
tune from ruin. He should have been 
able to. He was handling a revenue 
of about 10,000,000,000 francs for his 
Government at the close of the war. 
O KLOTZ pursued his course, 
winning acclaim as a public of- 
ficial. courting disaster in his 
private affairs, Not that he always 
escaped criticism for his official pol- 
His program for the finan- 
cial rehabilitation of his country 
after the war, with its empha- 
sis on payments from Germany, was 
widely criticised; the critics said it 
depended too much on chance, for one 
thing. He was accused of answering 
too many questions as to ways and 
means by saying, ‘Germany will pay.” 
Two of his public enterprises were 
notable failures. He once had the 
Government invest 700,000,000 francs 
in German marks and store them away 
to wait for a rise in the rate of ex- 
change.

Friends who had 
observed with concern his recklessness 
with money shook their headr The 
destruction proceeded swiftly. The 
shaken, harassed man was accused of 
forgery and passing worthless checks. 
Prestige gone, fortune gone, cour- 
age remained with the war-time Min- 
ister of France. Renouncing the im- 
munity afforded by his official posi- 
tion, he resigned from the 
face the charges. 
Just what drove Klotz to fraud is 
uncertain.

The 3-year-old Conroy, on the in- 
side but well out from the rail, was 
having a hard time to hold his own 
with Herbert, the favorite. The jock- 
ey on Conroy felt the strain in his 
mount as the colt strove gallantly to 
keep his long, rushing stride through 
the mud that tried to hold his hoofs 
and the rain that drove against him. 
Herbert was giving no sign of dis- 
tress. 

The jockey on Herbert was blinded 
by the rain. Conroy's rider wore isin- 
glass spectacles and could see. And 
just as the two horses were about to 
be headed into the stretch the spec- 
tacled boy leaned over and shoved 
against Herbert's neck. Herbert went 
on ahead toward the outer rail while 
his rival rounded the turn and sped 
down the straightaway for the judges’ 
stand. By the time Herbert's rider 
discovered his position and turned his 
mount for home he had lost 10 
Conroy finished first and 
his victory was not questioned, as 
Herbert's jockey had not seen his 
horse pushed off its course. 


HAT'S the way the 1901 Brook- 

lyn Handicap, on the old Graves- 

end track, was won, actording to 

Winnie O’Connor. And he_ should 

know, for he was the lad with the 

spectacies and the handy pushing arm 
who rode Conroy that day. 

The incident, may gain further 
piquancy for some from the fact 
that O’Connor was the leading jockey 
in America that season; and “it 
may recall that Earl Sande, one 
of the most highly regarded jock- 
eys that wore silks, tem- 
porarily lost his license for an over- 
enthusiastic ride on Bateau that 
spoiled Reigh Count’s chances of vic- 
tory in the Pimlico Futurity of 1927. 
Apparently the best of them are tempt- 
ed to disregard the rules in the fever 
of the will to win. O'Connor, who 
was lucky enough to escape detection 
in that Brooklyn Handicap of 1901, 
says riding to win is a form of in- 
sanity. 

This race was one of 10,000 that 
Winnie O'Connor rode in his time. He 
kicked the bangtails home in England, 
France, Germany, Austria, Belgium, 
Spain and Italy as well as in Ameri- 
ca, riding both on the flat and over 
hurdles. He rode for millionaires, two 
Kings, an assortment of barons and 
Counts and a prizefighter, and trained 
horses for the President of a repub- 
lic. He was wounded in war. He 
won and lost fortunes. And he lives

That winter ‘Father’ Bill and his 
stable went to the Fairgrounds track 
at New Orleans, where Winnie found 
that one of the rewards of victory was 
a bag of perfume which the winning 
jockey in each race received at the 
stewards’ stand and tossed to some 
girl in the grandstand. 


FTER tossing the bag a couple 
Ae times, Winnie began to fee] 

rather high and mighty. Then he 
got left at the post one day and 
Daly made him wheel a baby car- 
riage in front of the stands as pun- 
ishment. He took a thorough razzing 
and his head contracted to normal 
size. 

Early in his experience Winnie 
found there was knavery as well as 
color and glory in racing. He 
visited several tracks, saw night 
racing in St. Louis, and on this 
track says he saw horses stim- 
ulated by ‘“‘dope’ or electric bat- 
terles. The ‘dope’ was usually 
administered either in a capsule or by

a hypodermic needle. The boy never 
forgot a poor, starved, drug-wrecked 
nag that he saw drop dead just after 
it had expended its last ounce of 
strength in winning a race. The elec- 
tric battery was car- 
ried in the jockey’s 
hand, or under the 
saddle cloth, or in 
the whip, or even 
strapped to the jock- 
ev’s body and ¢con- 
nected with his spurs. 
Occasionally a “ring- 
er’’ was put over at 
an outlaw track—a 
horse “whose identity 
was falsified; some- 
times it was a mature 
horse racing with 
2-year-olds. 
Winnie hadn't been 
in New Orleans very 
long before Arthur 
Featherstone, 
& wealthy bicycle 
manufacturer, who 
owned a racing sta- 
ble, got the idea that 
the little fellow was 
a great jockey, and 
bought his contract 
for $10,000. Winnie 
ran his string of New 
Orleans victories to 
115 for the season. 
The winter of 1898 
Winnie rode in Cali- 
fornia at the Tan-

foran and Oakland tracks. He bestrode 
142 winners at Tanforan, and Prince 
Ponatosky, who owned the track and 
for whom he had done a good deal of 
riding, gave him a five-carat diamond 
ring. The young jockey was tasting 
prosperity. He had a carriage and 
team of his own to drive, and wore a 
white silk vest with $5 gold pieces for 
buttons. In this period and for many 
years afterward the jockey gave a 
good deal of attention to two side 
lines, bicycling and boxing. He made 
some creditable records as a bicycle 
speedster and was considered the box- 
ing champion among the jockeys for 
13 years. His interest in boxing led 
him into association with some of the 
fistic celebrities of his day. He knew 
James J. Jeffries and Peter Jackson 
and rode a few horses for Terry Mc- 
Govern. More than once he pacified 
old John L. Sullivan by diplomacy 
and strategy when the Boston Strong 
Boy took one too many. 

On his way back from California 
O’Connor stopped in Chicago and was 
engaged to ride two days at the old 
Lakeside track there. The first day 


he won the first 
five races on the 
program. It looked 
as if he were going to 
sweep the card when he 
went to the post in the sixth 
and last race of the day on the 
favorite. But in that last race hap- 
pened one of those accidents which 
add to the uncertainties of horse rac- 
ing. The horse running just in front 
of Winnie’s mount fell, and the fa- 
vorite went to his knees in avoiding 
the obstacle. It got into stride again 
in time to take second place, but 
young O’Connor missed a perfect day. 
In those days when Winnie was rid- 
ing like a house afire, piling up 253 
victories in the season of 1901 to lead 
American riders, many people bet on 
his mounts merely because he was the 
jockey. And some went so far as to 
think he could pick the winner in any 
race, even if he wasn’t riding. 


YOUNG Chicagoan who regard- 
A« Winnie’s judgment as in- 
fallible and who knew very 
little about racing and its termin- 
ology, once insisted that he pick 
the winner of a certain race for him. 
Winnie, who liked to have his joke, 
told him to bet on a horse named 
Xerxes, which he knew was scratched, 
that is, of course, withdrawn from 
the race. The Chicagoan offered a 
$50 bet on Xerxes to a bookmaker. 
The latter declined it. ‘That horse 
is scratched,” he explained. To which 
the would-be bettor replied: ‘I don't 
give a damn if he is torm to pieces.

RAVELERS along 
many Ohio roads

that hardy Ameri- 
cans came this way 
a century and a 
half ago to fight 
England and its In- 
dian allies for the 
Northwest Terri- 
tory. To motorists accustomed to 
modern luxury and security, with no 
need to fear anything more serious 
than a blowout or an underdone hot 
dog at a wayside stand, it will be re- 
called that the smooth stretches of 
concrete and macadam were once wil- 
derness trails beset with the pertis of 
Indian warfare. 

George Rogers Clark led his lean 
frontiersmen along one of these paths 
to defeat the renegade Simon Girty. 
On another trail ‘Mad Anthony’ Wayne 
marched his troops to strike a telling 
blow at Indian power in the battle of 
Fallen Timbers. Along or near pres- 
ent Ohio roads have been traced 20 
military movements in the struggle of 
the young American republic, to get 
and hold the land between the Appala- 
chians and the Mississippi, the Great 
Lakes and the Ohio River. 

The State ot Ohio has arranged to 
mark these old military routes within 
its borders with the legend ‘“‘Ohio Rev- 
Olutionary Memorial  Trail.’’ The 
markers will be of metal, and the 
raised letters of the inscription will be 
finished in gold. As a background for 
the plates, figures of coonskin-capped, 
rifle-bearing men will march in single 
file.

HERE followed that celebrated 
feat of American arms, the cap- 
ture of Vincennes. With a hand- 
and recruits 
from the French settlements. in 
Illinois. Clark marched in Febru- 
ary. 1779, to the British Post on 
the Wabash. Food was scarce, there 
were no tents for shelter, swollen 
streams barred the way, and for hours 
at a time the little army sloshed 
through icy marshes, the men, shoul- 
der deep at times, holding their rifles 
and powder horns above the water. 
Weakened, starving, desperate, Clark's 
men reached Vincennes, attacked the 
fort before its commander knew they 
were near, and captured it after a 
short siege, the capitulation of the gar- 
rison being due partly to Clark's skill- 
ful bluffing. Among the prisoners was 
Governor Hamilton, the “hair buyer,” 
who as commander at Detroit had paid 
bounties to Indians for the scalps of 
Americans. 

In 1780 Clark led an expedition, a 
war party, into Ohio itself. De Pey- 
ster, then the British commander at 
Detroit, had organized a new campaign

As the Americans 
waded the stream, ad- 
vancing on the _ town, 
the tall figure of Clark 
in the lead, the Indians 
deserted their cabins 
and gathered in the 
thick forest in the rear. 
One man, however, ran 
toward the Americans. 
He raised his arms and 
shouted that he was a 
white man. But before 
he reached the advanc- 
ing force he fell, mor- 
tally wounded. It never 
was known from which 
side the shot came. He

among the settlers, crossed the Ohio 
at the mouth of Licking River, and set 
out for Chillicothe, to which the raid- 
ing party had retired. But the Brit- 
ish force did not wait to meet the 
Americans. When the Indians heard 
that Clark was coming they deserted, 
and the white contingent retreated to 
its headquarters on Lake Erie. Clark 
had to be content with destroying the 
Indian village of Chillicothe. 


Another foe, however, was willing 
to try conclusions with the American 
punitive expedition. It was a band of 
several hundred Indians and renegade 
whites, led by the notorious Simon 
Girty, whose name frontier mothers 
invoked to scare children into obedi- 
ence. They were at Piqua, on the Lit- 
tle Miami. a town of log cabins. with 
a blockhouse. Thick woods surround- 
ed it. 

Clark divided his army into four di- 
Visions. Two he placed under the com- 


was Joseph Rogers, a 
cousin of Clark, who 
had been captured by 
the Indians. The enemy in the woods 
soon retreated, and were pursued by 
the Americans until contact was lost. 
The pursuers returned to the river, to 
find the town again held by Girty’s 
warriors, 


HARP fighting followed, the In- 
G cians firing from the shelter of the 

cabins, the attacking party taking 
advantage of trees and other natural 
cover. Clark had a small cannon, and 
its fire drove the savages from the 
blockhouse. Late in the day. the 
Americans rushed the town, but most 
of their foes had slipped away under 
cover of the banks of the river and a 
creek, and had disappeared in the for- 
est. The fighting over, the victors 
burned the town and a nearby Indian 
village, marched back to the Ohio Riv- 
er and disbanded. 


Other punitive expeditions into the 
Ohio country were not so successful. In

1790 a force under General Josiah 
Harmar set out from Fort Washing- 
ton, near Cincinnati, to punish the Mi- 
amis for repeated raids across the Ohio 
on Kentucky settlements. With more 
than 1400 men he marched to the head 
of the Maumee River and destroyed a 
Miami village, about where Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, now stands But be- 
fore he could get his army back home, 
detachments of it were ambushed, 
with heavy losses. There was jubila- 
tion and there were scalps and pris- 
oners for the stake in the villages of 
the red brethren. 

[It was very bad for white prestige 
to allow the Indians to savor iong 
their victory over Harmar, and Gen- 
eral Arthur St. Clair raised another 
army to teach the Indians a lesson. 
The force set out from Fort Washing- 
ton in the fall of 1791, going north in- 
to the Indian country. On the morn- 
ing of November 4, when the army, re- 
duced by desertions to 1400 men, was 
camped on the eastern fork of the Wa- 
bash, about 100 miles north of Cincin- 
nati, the quarry suddenly attacked. 


The troops had been mustered for 
roll call and had just been dismissed, 
the sun had not yet risen, when from 
the woods about the camp came shots 
and war whoops, and soldiers began 
to fall. The camp was surrounded b) 
savages, who fired from behind trees 
at the white troops clustered in units 
in the open. Detachments of soldiers 
charged and drove back the Indians 
inmediately in front of them, but 
when these battalions turned, the foe 
turned also and harried them back to 
the main body. 

The wounded soldiers were taken 
to the center of the camp. Troops in 
the fighting lines became panic strick- 
en as their officers were picked off. 
and deserted their posts to crowd in 
with the wounded. The artillery fell 
into the hands of the assailants. 

A few officers finally rallied the 
remnant of the army to break through 
the circle of savages and retreat. It

He sees 
that position, based upon historical 
and supernatural! truths and involving 
mysteries above and beyond nature 
and above and beyond proof from in- 
ternal] analysis, as solid and as un- 
shaken as it was 590 or 1500 years 
ago. He sees increasing evidences of 
materialism in our civilization—-in the 
madder pursuit of money, pleasure 
and power. But he is far from de- 
spairing. In fact, it would be diffi- 
cult to imagine him ever despairing. 
At 55 he takes over the direction of 
the oldest university in the West at 
the period of the greatest physical ex- 
pansion in its history. From the date 
of its foundation in 1818—sometimes 
given as 1828, when construction of 
the first building was begun-——it has 
had a widespread influence. At that 
time there was nothing but a vast 
wilderness to the West, no other unl- 
versity in that direction nearer than 
Japan. It has been the parent school 
for six other Jesuit colleges. Through 
the medical school of the university, 
the first of its kind in the West, Rush 
Medical of the ‘'niversity of Chicago 
and Cooper Medical of the University 
of California were established.
